lation is actively affiliated with any 
Christian organization, in all proba- 
bility more than one-half of its popu- 
lation not baptized. He quoted from 
the census of 1930 which credits the 


country with 122,000,000 people, 
whereas the religious census made 
under the auspices of the United 
States Government in 1926 credits 


the nation with only 44,380,000 adher- 
ents of Catholic and Protestant church 
bodies over 13 years of age. The !ead- 
ers of 212 Protestant sects reported a 
total of 27,000,000 members. The 
Chanceries of the Catholic Church in 
the United States reported 18,000,000 
Catholics. 

“But,” the Bishop said, “it is safe 
to held that several millions of mere 
nominal members are included in the 
Protestant report, while severa! mil- 
lions who would declare themselves 
to be Catholics are not included in 
the Catholic report. The active mem- 
bership of al! the, Protestant bovlies 
in the United States combined ts sure- 
ly not greater than the active mem- 
bership of the Catholic body.” 

Half of Negroes Protestant. 

The speaker mentioned the 12,000,- 
000 Negroes of the United States, 
fully half of whom are enumerated 
as Protestants in the religious cen- 
éus, and not more than 250,000, or 
about 2 per cent, as Catholics. There 


‘are 24 entirely Negro denominations, 


one of which, the Baptists, claims 
2.914.000 members. Taking this tnto 
consideration, the Bishop estimated 
that the white Christian church-going

This same paper recently declared 
that different measures have been 
adopted to stem the exodus from Pro- 
testantism generally and from Luth- 
eranism in particular. Among these 
is the copying of Catholic practices, 
and the borrowing from Catholic rit- 
ualistic service; These, we are told, 
have not helped the situation, because 
there is a significance to Catholic de- 
votions in Catholicism which they 
cannot have outside of it; and Catho- 
lic ritual speaks a language which is 
altogether Catholic. 

Protestantism everywhere is hurry- 
ing on to its dissolution by pulling 
farther and farther away from the 
Catholic Church in matters of doc- 
trine, which are foundation stones on 
which the religious structure must 
rest 

In our own land the different sects 
are hoping to prolong their lives by 
Inviting co-operation and a sort 
union among all or at least the major 
Protestant denominations. But the 
uniting branches will never pro- 
mote life unless they in turn be united 
to the trunk, and the trunk must be 
grounded in Christ, Who is beginning 
to mean less and less to modern reli- 
gion.

T is a truism that man may learn 

valuable lessons from the most 
wicked sources. Great saints were 
wont to point out the ceaseless, un- 
tiring efforts of Satan, who “goeth 
about like a roaring lion seeking 
whom he may devour,” that they 
might urge their spiritual followers 
to imitate the watchfulness and teal 
of the evil one.

they could hold their own by terror, 
force, and roseate promises until the 
present adult generation should rctire 
from active conduct of affairs, and 
at the same time could mold the 
minds of the children to Bolshevik 
ideas and thought-forms, the future 
would be assured. 

“This they accordingly set them- 
selves to do. They have spent money 
for agricultural machinery, but they 
have spent more for schools. They 
have imported expensive technicians 
from America and Western Europe 
to develop power-plants, mechanical 
refrigeration, railways, mines, oil re-

“All books which might go against 
such a system of belief are banned. 

“It has been made almost impos- 
sible to secure and circulate Bibles, 
and formal religious instruction in 
schools is not permitted to youths 
under eighteen years of age, Clubs, 
societies, and leagues have been or- 
ganized among the various age- 
groups to assist in the cultivation and 
practise of the Soviet theories. Even

today, the Advocate says: 
“Without the reading of the 


Scriptures and the practise of prayer 
in the home, only slight religious im- 
preasion can be made upon the young 
‘Yet these fundamentals are large- 
ly neglected. The schools, public as 
well as private (always excepting the 
parochial school), can not legally give 
formal religious teaching. In most 
families, chidren have ceased to at- 
tend church. This crowds the whole 
responsibility upon the church school 
(Sunday-school}), which unfortu- 
nately so poorly equipped with teach- 
ers that its work, however valuable, 
falls far below any adequate stand- 
ard of efficiency. 
“The time is ripe for a rededication 
of the Church to its work as a teacher. 
“The churches must be made to 
realize their responsibility so keenly 
that their most intelligent members 
will accept training as teachers, and 
every member will give of his «ub- 
stance to provide educational build. 
ings and equ.pment worthy of this 
indispensable branch of service. 
“One thing is sure. If. the present 
neglect of Christian child-training is 
permitted to continue for another 
quarter-century, the Church will face 
such a crisis as it has not met in 
centuries.’ 
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In a recent issue of the Hibbert 
Journal the Rev. J. M. Lioyd Thomas, 
Anglican minister, pays an unusual 
tribute to the ethical leadership of 
‘the Catholic Church His tribute 


follows: 


“The supreme attraction of Rome,” 
he goes on to explain, “is to be found 
not in its devotions oer ceremonialism 
or the absolutism of its intellectual 
formulations. It is found in its ethi- 
ca! rigorism, in that very sphere which 
Puritan Protestantism thought be 
its own. Rome, whatever its past of 
present laxities of practice, is seen 
to be the one uncompromising corpor- 
ate Witness to that moral code of 
Christianity which preserves western 
civilization from final collapse. It re- 
presents the last loyalty of the hu- 
man race to its highest moral 
standards. [t is the iron bulwark 
against the overwhelming invasion of 
the 


corrupting neo-paganism of cur 
times. Anglican and Free Church 
leaders may also be found who are 
rock-firm fer the Christian ethic, but 
they commit no one except them- 
seives. There is no authoritative 


moral theology which can tell us what 
is the final judgment of Anglicans and 
Free Churchmen on questions such as 
marriage, divorce, birth control, eom- 
panionate experiments, abortion, et. 
thanasia, suicule, Only Rome speaks 
with one voice on such themes, and 
these are the issues of life and death, 
of the survival or decline of the west, 
This the supreme attraction of 
Rome, its mora! challenge to a high 
temperance, self-con- 
trol.”

demned the Pharisees because of 
their pride, their -insincerity, and 
their inconsistency. Our Lord was 
their guest, yet “they were watching 
Him” and plotting against Him. Be- 
fore curing the poor man afflicted 
‘with the dropsy, Our Lord took oc- 
‘easion to refute the false notions of 
the Pharisees concerning the Sabbath 
and to give them a very pointed les- 
son on humility. 

It is somewhat strange that Our 
Lord, so quiet and kind towards re- 
pentant sinners, was so hard 
‘the Pharisees. He exposed them fre- 
'quently and publicly in order to dim- 
inish their influence and example. 

The Pharisees were the student 
'group of the Jews; in fact they were 
‘their leaders for many generations

| BIBLE HISTORY LESSON 


Remember we told you there 
were four Evangelists, that is, 
four who wrote the Gospels. 
They were Matthew, Mark, Luke 
and John. ay we will tell 
you something about the third, 

t. Luke. 

He was born at Antioch, the 
capital city of the country of 
Syria. Just as St. Mark was the 
companion of St. Peter, so St. 
Luke was the companion of the 
Apostle St. Paul. St. Paul called 
Luke the “beloved physician, 
and his fellow laborer.”” When 
St. Luke became a Christian, we 
cannot find out from the Sacred 
writings. He wrote what he 
learned from those who were 
with Jesus from the beginning, 
and had seen and heard every- 
thing during the three years of 
our Lord’s public ministry. It 
would seem that St. Luke did 
not meet our Lord personally, 
as St. Matthew and St. John did. 

St. Augustine tells us that we 
have two Gospels written by) 
holy men who had not been 
Aposties, nor disciples of the 
Lord personally. On this ac- 
count we can readily under- 
stand, says St. Augustine, that 
our Faith does not rest upon hu- 
man evidence, but upon the in- 
spiration of the Holy Ghost, 

hom Jesus promised would

God is Truth Itself. He can- 
not possibly deceive us in what 
He is pleased to reveal to us.

wrote his Gospel to give the 
faithful a true history of Jesus 
Christ. 

St. Luke was very familiar 
with the Greek language, and 
wrote both his Gospel and the 
Acts of the Apostles in the 
Greek language. He is thought 
to have written his Gospel about 
the year 53 of our Lord. The 
Acts of the Apostles written by 
St. Luke were not finished until 
the year 63. He never married. 
and died about the age of eighty- 
four.

Visit of the Saint to Her Convent 

Of course, the Benedictine nuns did 
not expect to get the gilt coffin during 
the feasts as the three parish churches 
must have it one day each from the 
morning until the evening. Mother 
Agnes (Prioress of the Carmel) offer- 
ed to Mother Saint Andre the gilt 
coffin during the two nights, the Sun- 
day night, 27th, and Monday, 28th. 

When Mother Sainte Andre an- 
nounced the good news to her nuns, 
they promised to prepare a “regal re- 
ception.” The Carmelite nuns sent to 
the Benedictine nuns their occupation 
from the 25th to the 29th of Septem- 
ber and Sunday evening at 5:00 o'clock 
the former pupils went to the Carmel 
and came in procession to the Benedic- 
tine Convent with the gilt coffin.
